Rio  de  Janeiro,  August  4th,  189.1. 


Although  we  have  only  just  passed 
through  one  trying  epidemic,  whose  victims 
are  lo  be  numberc'il  up  ariioug  the  thous- 
ands, it  would  seem  that  we  have  passed 
direct  into  another  no  less  terrifying  and 
fatal.  If  there  is  to  be  an  established  an- 
nual change  of  epidemics  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
corresponding  with  the  change  of  seasons 
— yellow  fever  in  summer  and  small-pox  in 
winter — then  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  any 
improvement  in  the  reputation  which  this 
city  possesses.  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  quite  as 
widely  celebrated  lor  its  pestilential  epi- 
demics as  it  is  for  its  unique  and  beautiful 
scenery,  and  with  good  reason.  Tens  of 
thousands  have  been  swept  away  by  those 
terrible  scourges — yellow-fever  and  small- 
pox ;  and  yet  they  are  both  as  active  and 
fatal  to-day  as  ever  they  were.  They  are 
both  products  of  unwholesome  living  and 
unclean  surroundings,  but  still  nothing 
effective  is  done  to  stamp  them  out  by 
simply  destroying  their  causes.  The  back 
streets  and  tenement  houses  of  this  city  are 
as  foul  and  neglected  to-day  as  they  were 
when  the  first  germs  of  yellow-fever  were 
developed  in  them,  and  the  habits  of  the 
masses  and  the  great  majority  of  the  better 
classes  are  but  a  shade  better  than  they 
were  a  half  century  ago.  Imposing  public' 
edifices,  beautiful  residences,  monuments, 
and  the  refinements  of  dress  and  manners 
have  done  much  to  improve  the  reputation 
of  this  capital,  but  the  inheritance  of  old 
vices  and  the  taint  ol  centuries  of  apathy 
and  neglect  are  still  producing  their  -fruit. 
The  disgusting  habits  and  scenes  of  a  cen- 
tury ago  are  still  found  in  the  streets, 
modified  it  is  true,  but  no  less  repugnant 
and  shameful.  Changes  have  been  made 
in  the  sanitary  conditions  Of  the  streets  and 
buildings,  but  the  people  have  learned  but 
little  of  the  needs  of  fresh  air  and  cleanli- 
ness, of  suitable  dress  and  wholesome  food. 
Seven-eighths  of  the  people  live  as  blindly 
as  their  forefathers  before  them,  and  those 
who  should  know  are  too  apathetic  to  utter 
one  .single  word  of  warning.  We  have 
boards  of  health  who  do-jiot  know  enough 
of  the  principles  of  sanitation   to  protect 
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themselves  against  the  evils  which  are 
decimating  this  population  by  thousands, 
They  manage  to  look  wise,  to  annoy  their 
neighbors,  ami  to  draw  their  salaries— while 
at  the  same  time  lite  slums  of  the  city  arc 
crowded  and  full  of  infectious  disease,  the 
hospitals  are  overflowing  with  victims  of 
uncleanly  living,  had  food,  vice,  and  con- 
tagious disease,  and  the  streets  are  crowded 
with  paupers  and  Immigrants  who  hive 
nothing  but  the  earth  and  sky  for  bed  and 
shelter  at  night,  When  one  sees  how  the 
poor  live,  And  how  much  of  neglect  and 
indifference  there  is  in  their  surroundings, 
he  can  not  wonder  than  the  heat  of  sum- 
mer decimates  them  with  fever  and  the 
rigor  of  winter  scourges  them  with  small- 
pox- When  the  dominant  c'asscs  learn 
that  it  is  their  duty  to  clean  out  the  slums 
and  improve  the  physical  conditions  of  the 
poor,  as  well  as  to  bi'ild  stupid  monuments 
and  Ujly  piles  of  masonry,  then  there  will 
be  some  reason  to  expect  a  better  name  for 
this  capital.  But  to  do  this,  we  m.tst  have 
more  true  scientific  knowledge  and  more 
true  philanthropy  than  is  to  be  found  to- 
day. There  must  be  more  humanity,  more 
education,  less  vice  and  less  brutal  selfish- 
ness. Rio  dc  Janeiro  is  getting  no  more 
than  she  deserves,  and  she  can  expect  noth- 
ing better  until  she  enters  upon  a  new 
career.  She  must  take  belter  care  of  her- 
self and  her  population,  she  must  require 
the  highest  order  of  intelligence  from  those 
entrusted  with  her  sanitary  affairs,  and  she 
must  at  no  time  forget  that  humanity  must 
be  exercised  at  all   times  and  in  all  places. 


The  discussion  in  Congress  and  the 
votes  thus  far  taken  on  a  hill  making  it 
compulsory  to  celebrate  the  civil  marriage 
ceremony  before  the  religious,  shows  that 
liberal,  tolerant  ideas  are  clearly  not  com- 
prehended by  the  men  who  claim  to  be 
republicans.  Oppressing  a  church  or  in- 
terfering with  the  religions  sentiments  ol  the 
people  is  even  worse  in  a  republic  than  in 
a  monarchy,  because  in  the  former  excep- 
tional pretensions  are  made  in  the  matter 
of  guaranteeing  a  greater  degree  ol  civil  and 
religious  liberty  to  the  people.  The  re- 
publican who  seeks  to  impose  arbitrary 
restrictions  upon  the  people  in  such  matters 
as  this,  is  in  reality  not  a  republican  at  all. 
He  is  simply  repeating  at  the  other  extreme 
what  kings  and  popes  have  done  before 
him.  In  this  question  of  civil  marriage — 
which  we  believe  to  be  just  and  necessary — 
all  that  the  government  has  to  do  in  the 
matter  is  to  provide  uniform  civil  registry, 
which  should  be  made  obligatory,  and  to 
authorize  ceitain  officials  to  celebrate  a  civil 
ceremony.  The  men  duly  authorized  by 
the  church  to  celebrate  marriage  should  be 
legally  recognised,  and  their  acts  should  be 
valid  for  all  legal  eflects.  The  only  require- 
ments should  be  those  of  license  and 
registry ;  beyond  that  the  state  has  no 
business  whatever  to  meddle.  It  is  purely 
a  personal  question  with  the  individuals 
concerned  whether  they  are  married  by  a 
clergyman  or  a  justice,  and  their  preferences 
should  be  respected.  If  the  stale  proposes 
to  meddle  in  such  matters,  then  there  never 
will  be  any  end  to  official  imposition  and 
tyranny,  and  there  never  will  be  any  real 
personal  liberty.  In  this  matter  the  so- 
called  republicans  of  the  General  Assembly 
are  striking  at  the  very  roots  of  popular 
liberty  and  are  making  their  pretensions  of 
securing  a  republican  form  ot  government 
for  Brazil  a  farce  and  a-delusion. 


on  these  steamers  have  been  largely  in- 
creased, and  the  company  is  maintaining 
the  imposition  under  the  expectation  that 
all  foreign  competition  will  soon  be  pro- 
hibited along  the  coast.  And  when  that 
competition  disappears,  there  will  be  no 
end  to  these  exactions  unless  the  govern- 
ment interferes  to  prevent  them.  At  the 
present  moment  the  I.loyd  ischarging  1 9600 
for  carrying  a  bag  of  coffee  to  Pari— be- 
cause it  monopolizes  the  coffee  trapkhe 
there — which  is  about  50  per  cent  more  than 
the  American  company  charges  and  about 
double  the  charge  to  New  York.  This  is 
only  one  instance,  but  it  serves  to  show 
how  the  domestic  trade  is  handicapped  by 
the  greediness  of  men  who  are  more  in- 
vested in  stock  speculations  than  in  the 
commercial  development  of  the  country. 
Much  of  the  prosperity  of  Brazil  depends 
upon  her  domestic  trade  and  therefore  upon 
cheap  transportation  along  the  coast  and 
over  her  railways.  It  is  so  important 
a  matter  that  the  government  can  not  wisely 
ignore  it  any  longer.

In  view  of  the  heavy  subsidies  paid  the 
Lloyd  Brazileiro  company  for  maintaining 
lines  of  steamships  along  the  coast,  it  is  no 
more  than  reasonable  for  the  general  public 
to  expect  a  fair  equivalent  in  the  shape  of 
moderate  freight  rates.  Instead  of  meeting; 
this  expectation,  the  company  is  increasing 
its  charges  and  wherever  it  enjoys  a  mono- 
poly it  enforces  exhorbitant  rates.  In  equity, 
even  if  not  in  law,  this  procedure  is  a  wilful 
violation  of  its  compact  withj  the  public. 
There  may  be  some  excuse  for  a  monopoly 
which  uses  its  privileges  to  benefit  the 
public,  but  for  a  monopoly  which  uses 
them  to  plunder  and  vex  the  public,  there  is 
no  excuse  whatever.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  subsidies  are  obtained  only  by 
taxing  the  people,  and  that  the  only  rationaj 
ground  on  which  a  private  company  can 
claim  such  a  benelit  is  through  an  engage- 
ment to  render  a  valuable  service  to  the 
public  in  return.  If  the  company  fails  to 
do  this,  it  fails  to  meet  its  first  obligation, 
and  its  contract  ought  to  be  considered  as 
broken.  In  this  particular  instance  the 
costs  and  trouble  of  shipping   merchandise

COFFEE  CULTIVATION:  A  CURE  FOR 
LEAF-DISEASE. 
Although  there  appears  to  be  liltle  hope  of  the 
cultivation  of  coffee  in  Ceylon  being  e*tended 
much  beyond  the  acreage  which  remains  of  its 
former  extent,  there  is  still  sufficient  left  of  the  old 
industry  to  induce  an  interest  in  everything  that  is 
being  done  in  coffee  elsewhere  in  the  world.  The 
very  high  prices  for  coffee  in  European  markets 
and  the  rapidly  diminishing  stocks  on  hand,  are 
sufficient  in  themselves  to  attract  attention  lo  the 
fragrant  bean,  and  it  is  little  to  lie  wondered  at 
that  suitable  land  and  conditions  of  climate  for  its 
cultivation  are  being  sought  after  in  various  parts 
of  the  world.  In  the  meantime  the  planters  of 
southern  India,  finding  that  their  plantations  have 
been  steadily  decreasing  in  yield  and  seem  likely  to 
follow  suit  with  those  of  Ceylon,  have  been  aroused 
from  their  past  inactivity  and  are  determined  lo 
make  a  vigorous  effort  to  rid  themselves  of  the  two 
great  enemies  by  which  their  estates  are  beinj_ 
gradually  ruined  and  destroyed.  A  letier  in  the 
Madias  Mail,  signed  "  Nilgiri,"  suggests  that  the 
two  gentlemen  who  claim  to  have  discovered  a 
cure  for  leaf-disease  should  let  the  planting  com- 
munity know  some  particulars  about  the  cost  and 
the  effect  af  llie  remedy  before  they  can  expect  the 
planters  to  oiler  a  combined  reward,  and  that  they 
should  say  whether  or  not  the  remedy  has  to  be 
constantly  applied. 

We  may  mention  that  some  ol  the  estates  in 
Java  seem  doing  very  well,  especially  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Sourabaya,  where  the  planters  are 
endeavoring  to  extend  their  operations  as  far  as 
possible.  We  have  learnt  that  Ceylon  planters 
have  been  sent  to  Peru  to  report  on  the  suitability 
of  portions  of  the  Andes  range  for  coffee  and  other 
tropical  cultivation;  and  we  hear  Ceylon  men  are 
taking  up  land  in  Perak  for  the  same  purpose. 
Nor  is  this  all,  for  we  believe  that  negotiations  are 
on  font  lor  the  services  of  one  of  our  older  planters 
in  tile  selection  of  land  in  Siam  for  coffee  cultiva- 
tion. Coffee  is  already  growing  to  a  certain  ex- 
lenl  in  the  native  villages  in  the  province  of  Chan- 
tahoon  and  other  parts  of  the  country,  and  a  few 
trees  may  be  seen  in  the  town  of  Bangkok.  A 
sample  of  the  Chantnboon  coffee  in  llie  parchment 
has  been  sent  to  Colombo  as  a  sample.  The  bean, 
we  understand,  though  small,  is  well  shaped  and 
of  a  good  quality.  The  want  of  cullivation'no 
doubt  accounts  for  the  smallness  ol  the  bean  and 
the  total  absence  of  anything  in  the  way  of  Ceylon 
method  in  curing  reduces  the  value  very  consider- 
ably. As  both  these  conditions  can  easily  be 
remedied,  there  can  lie  no  reason  why  Siamese 
coffee  should  not  take  as  good  a  position  in  the 
markets  of  Europe   as   the   produce  of  estates   in 


Ceylon  mid  India.  Slam  is  a  country  of  Urge  ex 
lent,  with  an  infinite  variety  ol  soil  and  climnie, 
and  with  ranges  of  hills  rising  some  4000  to  5000 
feel  above  sea  level.  In  a  short  time  a  railway  will 
connect  Bangkok  with  the  fertile  valleys  and  ele- 
vated ptalct  11  of  Krirat  in  Ihe  hill  country. 

The  company  which  has  been  funned  lor  n 
similar  ptirpoi«  111  regard  lo  British  North  Borneo 
has  the  advantage*  of  the  services  of  experienced 
Ceylon  men,  and  the  satisfactory  results  of  Mr. 
Christian's  efforts  serve  as  a  proof  that,  .with 
nary  care,  llie  venture  should  turn  out  a  profit- 
able one.  There  seems  no  prospect  whatever  of 
any  material  fall  in  the  value  of  coffee  (or  many 
years  to  come.

—The  English  Bank  of  the  River  Plate  has 
undertaken  to  pay  10  per  cent  of  its  deposits  at 
once. 

—  A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  30th  till,  says 
thai  the  opposition  press  in  Valparaiso  is  sustained 
by  ladies. 

— The  Montevideo  holm  has  closed  for  a  month 
because  of  the  moratorium  granted  to  the  Banco 
National. 

--The  Argentine  cabinet  is  considering  a  project 
for  a  grand  Banco  da  Republica,  which  will  have 
the  sole  right  to  issue  paper  money. 

— The  Union  Civica  of  Buenos  Aires  seems  to  be 
hopelessly  disunited.  On  the  2ml  a  party  of  the 
radical  frction  went  so  far  as  to  altack  the  house  of 
Gen.  Campos. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  2nd  inst. 
announces  the  wreck  of  ihe  German  steamer  Cite- 
paint  at  Cape  Virgin,  Straits  of  Magellan.  There 
was  no  loss  of  life. 

—  A  Chilian  "  general  "  and  50  sailors  arrived  in 
Buenos  Aires  on  the  30th  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing the  Italian  steamer  Aquila  and  taking  it 
around  to  Valparaiso. 

—The  lower  house  ol  the  Argentine  Congress, 
011  the  39th  ult.,  voted  the  suspension  of  the  2  per 
cent  lax  on  deposits  in  private  banks,  according  to  a 
request  from  the  government. 

—  A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  29th  ult. 
announces  ihe  election  of  Dr,  Claudia  Vicuna  as 
President  of  Chili.  The  Chilian  Congress  was 
still  discussing  constitutional  reforms, 

—  We  hear  that  steps  are  likely  to  be  taken  to 
protest,  on  legal  grounds,  against  the  action  of 
ihe  government  in  decreeing  holidays  wholesale. 
We  trust  it  may  be  so, —Montevideo  limns, 
July  24. 

—The  diplomatic  relations  between  Chili  and 
Argentina  are  becoming  strained  owing  to  state- 
ments made  by  President  Balmaceda  in  respect  to 
the  passage  of  Chilian  troops  through  Argentine 
territory. 

—Two  messengers  of  the  River  Plate  Telegraph 
Co.  were  arrested  and  imprisoned  at  Buenos  Aires 
on  the  29th  ult.  for  delivering  copies  of  telegrams 
to  the  Chilian  minister.  They  confessed  to  having 
been  bribed  to  do  this. 

—The  Missiones  treaty  was  considered  in  secret 
session  by  the  Argentine  Senate  on  the  30th  and 
was  referred  to  ihe  committee  on  the  constitution. 
The  committee  is  said  to  he  favorable  to  its  ratifi- 
cation, but  will  present  no  report  until  action  is 
taken  in  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

—  The  prolonged  rains  have  caused  many  of  the 
livers  and  streams  in  the  interior  to  overflow,  and 
01  siime  parts  serious  Hoods  are  imminent.  Rail- 
v.-.w  traffic  has  had  to  lie  suspended  in  parts,  and 
ihe  Central  railway  yesterday  stopped  at  Cane- 
lones.—  Montevideo  Times,  July  24. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  31st  says  that 
the  Chilian  Gen.  Vaklivieso,  who  has  just  arrived 
[here,  is  commissioned  to  arm  the  Pilcomayo,  which 
will  lie  united  to  the  Enazttriz,  Pinto  and  Aquila 
lo  form  a  squadron.  The  Argentine  government 
will  make  a  great  mistake  if  it  permits  Chilians  to 
fit  out  a  squadron  in  this  manner  in  an  Argentine 
port.  It  can  not  assuredly  be  considered  an  ob- 
servance of  neutrality.

According  to  a  table  published  by  the  Direction 
ol  Civil  Registry,  the  total  mortality  for  the 
republic  of  Uruguay  during  the  year  1S90, 
amounted  to  15,174  persons.  Of  these  5965,  or 
over  32  per  cent,  occurred  in  the  department  of 
Montevideo. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  are  enumerated  as 
follows:— Small  pox  (not vaccinated )  164;  measles 
ami  their  consequences  199  ;  whooping  cough  106; 
diphtheria  and  croup  445  ;  fevers— pernicious, 
typhoid,  typhus,  etc.,  617;  diseases  ol  the  organs 
of  circulation  heart,  etc.,  720;  ditto  of  brain  and 
spi  nal  cord  672  ;  tuberculous  meningitis  506  ; 
diseases  of  the  digestive  organs,  liver,  etc.,  1594; 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  {excepting 
phthisis),  bronchitis,  pulmonis,  etc.,  1626;  tuber- 
culosis, pulmonary  phthisis,  laryngitis,  1450  ; 
tetanus  and  infantile  convulsions  766 ;  "  other 
complaints"  10S9;  unknown  and  without  medical 
assistance  3422  (of  which  3417  were  in  the  depart- 
ments and  only  5  in  Montevideo);  still-horn  70; 
murders  140;  suicides  31;  drowned  107;  other 
accidents  230. 

The  above  is  not  at  all  an  encouraging  record, 
for  many  of  the  deaths,  especially  those  from 
zymotic  diseases,  are  certainly  due  to  preventible 
causes,  such  as  bad  sanitary  arrangements  and 
uncleanly  habits  ol  living.  With  ils  temperate 
climate  and  immense  natural  advantages,  this 
republic  should  be  one  of  the  healthiest  corners  of 
the  world,  but  unfortunately  the  inhabitants,  in 
their  great  disregard  of  die  ordinary  rules  of  sani- 
tation" in   the  matters  of  building,  drainage,   and 


Jn.v  25. — Senate. — Senator  Amaro  Cavalcanli 
aovt-d  that  the  government  he  asked  to  furnish  a 
tatement  of  the  revenue  derived  from  importation, 
howing  Ihe  amount  received  from  each  class  o( 
merchandise  according  to  llie  discrimination  ad- 
apted in  the  custom-house  tariff.  The  motion  was 
ipposed  by  Senator  Elyseu  Martins,  but  was  voted 
by  Ihe  Senate.  Senator  Pinheiro  Machado  in* 
troduced  a  hill  for  the  repression  of  imuggHng  on 
the  boundary  line  between  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and 
Uruguay.  Senators  Americo  Lobo  and  Amaro 
Cavalcanli  spoke  on  political  affairs,  condemning 
the  contract  of  the  governor  of  Goyaz  in  annulling 
the  credentials  of  24  deputies.  Senator  Saraiva  in 
a  speech  on  tl  e  marriage  bill,  reviewed  the  political 
situation  and  said  that  Gen.  Deodoro's  great  error 
was  his  refusal  lo  cooperate  with  the  speaker  in 
organizing  a  cabinet  for  the  Emperor  after  the 
151I1  of  November.  The  result  of  this  refusal  was 
the  establishment  of  the  fatal  dictatorship  that  still 
exists,  and  which,  not  being  able  to  command  the 
services  of  statesmen  equal  to  the  situation,  can 
create  nothing  that  is  lasting.  Senator  Laper  op- 
posed  the  obligatory  priority  of  civil  marriage. 
The  bill  was  voted  in  2nd  discussion  with  some 
amendments,  Chamber  of  Deputies.  —  Deputy 
Fides  da  Cruz  recited  the  abuses  committed  by 
Governor  Portella  in  the  slate  of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
He  does  not  think  Gen.  Deodoro  is  responsible 
for  the  present  state  of  aftairs.  He  blames  Barao 
de'Lttcena  who,  he  says,  is  trying  to  pave  the  way 
for  his  election  to  the  presidency  of  the  republic. 
Several  deputies  made  personal  explanations.  One 
of  these,  Dr.  Jose"  Marianno,  says  thai  it  had  been 
stated  by  a  paper  in  this  city  that  he  had  been 
called  a  clown  by  one  of  the  deputies.  He  had 
not  heard  this  remark,  and,  had  he  done  so,  he 
would  at  once  have  resented  it.  Deputy  Garcia 
Pires  expressed  his  astonishment  that  the  minister 
of  justice  in  a  communication  addressed  to  the 
Chamber  should  say  thai  he  is  not  aware  that  in 
Bahia  a  sectional  judge  is  member  of  the  state 
legislature.  The  fact  is  notorious  and  he  can  not 
understand  how  it  is  possible  for  the  minister  not 
to  he  aware  of  it.  Deputy  Leopoldo  de  BulhSes 
moved  that  the  government  be  asked  to  furnish 
information  in  regard  10  affair?  in  Goyaz.  Deputy 
Casimiro  Junior  introduced  a  bill  requiring  resign- 
ing senators  and  deputies  to  present  their  tenders 
of  resignation  to  the  chambers  to  which  they  be- 
long. "The  first  part  ot  the  bill  for  purchasing  the 
house  of  ihe  deceased  Gen.  Benjamin  Constant 
was  voled,  and  the  latter  part,  relating  to  the  pur- 
chase ol  the  blind  asylum,  was  referred  to  the 
budget  committee  to  be  formed  in  a  separate  bill. 
Deputy  Sampaio  Ferraz  spoke  against  llie  currency 
bill  of  the  committee  on  finance. 

June  27. — Senate.—  The  draft  of  the  bill  making 
an'  appropriation  for  the  pay  of  senators  and  dep- 
uties was  read  and  approved.  Senator  Virgilio 
D.imasio  spoke  on  the  affairs  of  Goyaz  and  moved 
that  the  government  be  asked  to  inform  the  Senate 
what  action  it  proposes  taking  in  regard  to  the 
arbitrary  act  of  the  governor  annulling  the 
credentials  of  24  deputies.  Chamber  of  Deputies. 
—Deputy  RodnguesAlves,  chairman  ol  the  budget 
committee,  stated  that  the  committee  was  slill  un- 
able to  frame  the  budget,  as  the  government  had 
not  yet  furnished  Ihe  requisite  information.  He 
moved  that  the  Chamber  ask  that  it  be  furnished. 
A  bill  was  introduced  for  the  abolition  nf  lotteries 
The  bills  approving  the  treaty  will)  Bolivia  and 
authorizing  the  President  to  cause  a  general  plan 
ol  telegraph  lines  to  he  delineated  were  voted  in 
1st  discussion.  Deputy  Oiticica  spoke  in  defense 
of  the  currency  bill  -of  the  committee  of  finance. 
July  2$.— Senate.— Senator  Gil  Goulart,  after 
speaking  on  affairs  in  Goyaz,  closed  by  repeating 
the  phrase  of  Benjamin  Constant,  "  We  have  had 
our  So,  and  we  must  not  expect  to  escape  our 
93."  The  bill  regulating  powers-ol-attorney  and 
contracts  was  voted  in  1st  discussion.  The  dis- 
cussion of  the  bill  amending  the  constitution  in 
regard  to  the  number  and  choice  of  senators  and 
deputies  was  commenced,  and  several  senators  who 
had  signed  the  bill  gave  their  reasons  for  doing  so. 
chamber  of  Deputies.—  Deputy  Vinhaes  com- 
plained that  Governor  Portella  had  failed  to  comply 
with  his  promise  to  see  justice  done  lo  a  laborer 
who  had  been  wounded  by  the  police.  Bilis  were 
introduced  lor  regulating  railway  grants,  for  reg- 
ulating trial  by  jury  and  prohibiting  the  exercise 
of  the  pardoning  power  by  governors.  Deputy 
Serzedello  spoke  on  the  currency  bill. 

July  29. — Senate.  —Senator  Paranhos  expressed 
bis  regret  thai  he  is  not  on.  intimate  terms  with 
the  President.  He  would  like  to  advise  Gen. 
Deodoro  to  put  an  end  to  strife  in  Goyaz  by  dis- 
missing the  governor.  The  Senate  voled  the 
motion3 of  Senator  Virgilio  Damasio  askingjor  in- 
formation in  regard  to  affairs  in  that  stale.  Senator 
Coelho  Campos  denounced  as  incorrect  the  in- 
formation furnished  to  the  Senate  by  the  govern- 
ment in  regard  to  affairs  in  Sergipe.  He  wished, 
he  said,  to  solemnly  declare  that  it  is  necessary  to 
check  corruption  before  it  entirely  destroys  this  un- 
fortunate nation.  In  the  absence  of  Senator  Ruy 
Barbosa,  Senator  Saraiva  was  appointed  in  his 
siead  on  the  committee  on  finance.  The  Senate 
discussed  the  marriage  bill  and  that  for  the  re- 
pression oi  smuggling  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 
Chambet  of  Deputies.—  Deputy  Costa  Machado 
introduced  a  bill  for  the  forcible  liquidation  of 
joint-stock  companies  whose  capital  has  nut  been 
paid  up.  Deputy  Gabino  Besouro  stated  that  he 
had  received  telegrams  giving  an  account  of 
serious   disturbances   in   Alagoas   and  moved  that 
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the  government  be  asked  to  furnish  information  on 
the  subject.  Deputy  Costa  Junior  attacked  the 
general  policy  01  the  government,  and  moved  to 
ask  the  latter  (or  information  in  regard  to  the 
grant  of  a  railway  from  Taubate'  to  Amparo,  bind- 
ing himself  to  prove,  if  this  information  is  fur- 
nished, that  the  company  now  owning  the  grant 
paid    400,000$  to    a    relative  of  a  distinguished 

Eerson.  Deputv  J0S0  de  Siqueira  denied  that 
tr.  Pedro  de  Barros  is  a  relative  either  to  Gen. 
Deodoro  or  to  any  of  the  ministers.  He  claimed 
that  the  contracts  annulled  by  the  present  ministry 
represent  a  saving  of  100,000,000$  for  the  public 
treasury.  Deputy  Aristides  Lobo  spoke  on  the 
question  of  incompatibility,  defending  the  hill  of 
the  committee  on  legislation.  Deputy  Bacellar 
spoke  against  the  bill  granting  amnesty  to  the 
persons  connected  with  the  revolutionary  move- 
ment in  Para  and  Deputy  Cantao  spoke  in  its 
favor.  '  The  committee  on  the  budget  reported  in 
favor  of  the  bill  for  granting  a  pension  of  120,000$ 
per  annum  to  the  ex-Emperor,  to  count  from  Nov- 
ember 15th,  1889. 

July  30,— Senate,— Senator  Quinfino  Bocayuva 
asked  that  several  documents  relating  to  the  ques- 
tion of  the  boundary  between  Brazil  and  Argentina 
should  be  published  in  the  journal  of  the  house. 
The  marriage  bill  passed  in  3rd  discussion,  and 
the  bill  for  the  repression  of  smuggling  in  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  in  1st  discussion.  Chamber  of 
Deputies.— Deputy  Bellarmino  de  Mendonca  said 
that  he  could  not  accept,  the  official  version  of  the 
reported  invasion  of  the  Missiones  territory  by  the 
Argentines.  Deputy  Nogueira  Paranagua  intro- 
duced a  hill  lor  the  removal  of  (he  federal  capital. 
A  petition  was  presented  for  granting  relief  to  the 
heirs  of  Joseph  Hancox.  A  bill  on  public  instruc- 
tion was  introduced  ;  also  bill  for  abolishing  the 
Brazilian  legation  at  the  Vatican  and  one  for  ap- 
propriating 100,000$  for  building  a  cnsiom-house 
at  Paranagua.  The  chamber  sustained  by  70  votes 
to  37  the  opinion  of  the  committee  on  elections  in 
regard  to  the  election  of  two  deputies  in  S.  Paulo 
and  decided  that  the  vacancies  in  the  delegation 
from  that  state  can  only  be  filled  after  a  new 
electoral  law  shall  have  been  enacted.  Deputy 
Goncalves  Chaves  spoke  ayatnst  the  incompati- 
bility bill,  which  he  considered  unconstitutional. 
Deputies  Aristides  Maia  and  Joao  Pinheiro  spoke 
on  the  currency  bill.  . 

July  31. — Senate.—  Senator  Virgilio  Damasio  in- 
troduced a  bill  for  interpreting  Art.  73,  74  and  75 
of  the  constitution.  Senator  joao  Sevenano  made 
some  remarks  on  the  bill  for  altering  the  represen- 
tation of  the  states  in  congress,  which  had  been 
unanimously  rejected  in  his  absence.  The  hill  in 
regard  to  religious  liberty  ami  that  in  regard  to  the 
national  property  mentioned  in  Art.  64  of  the  con.- 
sti tutioii  were  voted  in  2nd  discussion.  Senators 
Almeida  Barreto,  Wandenkolk,  Rosa  Junior  and 
Jose"  Simeao  spoke  on  the  bill  for  compulsory  re- 
tirement  of  military  officers.  Chamber  al  Deputies. 
-Deputy  Boiges'de  Medeiros  introduced  a  bill 
appropriating  500,000$  for  building  a  custom- 
house at  Porto  Alcgre.  Depuly  Bevdacqua  intro- 
duced a  bill. on  the  adulteration  of  food  products. 
Deputy  Joao  tie  Siqueira  defended  the  government 
from  tile  charges,  made  against  it  by  Deputy  Costa 
Junior  in  regard  to  the  grant  of  a  railway  from 
Tauliatelo  Amparo.  Senator  Quintino  Bocayuva, 
he  said,  when  acting  as  minister  of  agriculture, 
had  decided  to  make  (his  grant,  from  which  HSarao 
de  Luceiia,  in  conforming  it,  had  excluded  the 
clause  guaranteeing  interest.  This  grant  has  not 
been  transferred  to  a  company,  but  slill  belongs  to 
the  original  concessionaires.  This  speech,  which 
was  frequently  and  warmly  interrupted,  was 
answered  by  Depuly  Costa  Junior,  who  called  at. 
tentkm  to  the  fact  that  the  government  had  allowed 
48  hours  to  elapse  without  furnishing  the  informa- 
tion solicited  in  a  matter  so  nearly  touching  its 
honor.  If  under  the  monarchy,  he  said,  lobbying 
existed,  under  the  republic  this  infamous  trade  has 
increased  a  hundred  fold.  The  mushroom  fortunes 
recently  made  by  men  without  capacity  and  the 
ostentatious  display  of  wealth  that  is  witnessed 
here  siiouid  excite  the  indignation  of  ail  Brazilians 
who  prize  the  morality  and  prestige  of  the  nation 
to  which  they  belong.  The  grant  of  which  Messrs. 
Normanton  and  Lara  are  concessionaires  was  ob- 
tained by  Dr.  Pedro  de  Barros,  first  cousin  of  the 
wile  of  the  President  of  the  republic,  and  was  sold 
by  him  for  400,000$  to  a  company  of  which  Coun- 
cillor Joao  Alfredo  is  president.  The  speaker  de- 
clared that  he  would  continue  to  denounce  such 
jobs,  lor  he  wishes  the  enemies  of  the  republic  to 
see  that  there  are  republicans  who  have  not  been 
carried  away  by  the  current  of  immorality  and 
corruption.  Deputy  Felisbello  Fieire  argued  in 
favor  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  currency  bill, 
Deputy  Antonio  Olyntho  spoke  against  the  bill 
and  Deputy  Oiticica  defended  it. 


Provincial  Notes 


—The  constitution  of  the  state  of  Parahyba  was 
voted  in  1st  discussion  on  the  29th  ult. 

— The  papers  suppressed  in  Para  by  ex-governor 
Huet  de  Bacellar,  have  resumed  publication. 

— A  Santos  capitalist  who  was  being  prosecuted 
for  passing  counterfeit  money,  is  said  to  have  fled. 

— It  is  reported  that  this  year's  crop  of  cacao 
along  the  Amazon  'will  be  the  best  ol  the  last  five 
years. 

— A  diamond,  valued  in  the  rough  at  io,ooo$, 
has  recently  been  found  at  the  Salobro  mines  at 
Bahia. 

— The  seat  of  the  diocese  ol  Rio  tie  Janeiro  has 
been  transferred  by  order  of  the  Pope  to  the  city 
of  Nictheroy. 

— It  is  reported  in  S.  Paulo  that  two  Rio  capital- 
ists are  going  to  plant  a  vineyard  in  that  state  with 
1,000,000  grape-vines. 

— The  Lestt  de  Minas  says  that  there  is  a  very 
strong  sentiment  in  the  state  of  Espirito  Santo  in 
favor  of  annexation  to  that  of  Minas  Geraes. 

—On  the  29th  ult.  there  was  established  in 
Nictheroy  a  police  court  for  the  trial  of  petty 
offenses.    This  is  a  step  in  the  light  direction. 


—A  telegram  from  Ceari,  of  the  38th  ult.,  says 
that  a  considerable  deficiency  has  l>een  discovered 
in  the  military  chest   of  the  police  battalion  there. 

—An  election  took  place  in  Sergipe  on  the  1st 
10  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  legislature.  The  opposition 
showed  its  mettle  by   staying  away  from  the  polls. 

—According  to  the  late  census  the  city  of  Juiz  de 
Fora  has  17,632  inhabitants,  of  whom  13,587  are 
natives  ol  Minas  Geraes,  1,632  of  other  states,  and 
2,703  are  foreigners. 

—Dr.  Martins  Junior,  on  his  return  to  Pernam- 
buco  011  the  31st  ult.,  made  a  speech  against  the 
generalissimo  and  Itar.to  de  Lucena.  He  stated  in 
this  speech  that  there  is  much  discontent  in  the 
army. 

— If  it  don't  rain  and  there  are  no  unusual 
attractions  on  this  side  of  the  bay,  it  is  expected 
that  a  quorum  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  state  legis- 
lature will  be  got  together  in  Nictheroy  on  the 
5th  in st. 

—The  Paulislas  are  demanding  the  resignation 
of  one  of  their  senators  in  the  General  Assembly 
because  he  acted  as  agent  for  the  parties  who 
secured  certain  railwaygrants  in  that  state  from  the 
general  government, 

—  It  is  stated  that  Dr.  Assis  Brazil  has  seceded 
from  the  dominant  party  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and 
that  he  will  shortly  publish  in  the  Jornal  do  Com 
mercio  of  Porto  Alegre  a  series  of  articles  against 
the  governor  ol  that  state. 

—  A  robbery  of  400$  occurred  in  the  Sao  Paulo 
savings  hank  on  the  30th  ult.  The  thieves  make 
a  practice  ol  loafing  around  ihe  place  and  robbing 
the  poor  people  who  go  there.  It  is  singular  that 
the  police  can  not  "spot"  the  thieves. 

— The  election  of  a  depuly  to  the  state  legisla- 
ture ol  S.  Paulo,  which  had  been  ordered  for  the 
8th  inst.,  has  been  postponed,  and  a  new  day  will 
not  be  fixed  until  after  the  legislature  shall  have 
voted  an  electoral  law.  Imitation  is  the  since  rest 
flattery. 

— Great  indignation  has  been  aroused  in  Sao 
Paulo  over  the  concessions  grained  by  the  general 
government  in  that  slate,  especially  that  of  a  rail- 
way from  Santos  to  a  junction  with  the  Sorocabann 
line.  Trouble  is  sure  to  result  if  these  practices 
are  not  suspended, 

— The  owner  of  the  Casst'i  coiton  factory  al 
Uberahn.  Minas  Geraes,  is  offering  premiums  to 
the  neighbouring  cotton  planters.  The  planter 
who  gathers  the  largest  crop  will  receive,  pro- 
vided  the  crop  exceeils  3,000  arrobas,  a  premium 
of  5,000$  and  1  he  producer  of  lite  nexi  largest  crop 
will  receive  2,500$. 

— Two  employes  of  the  Caixa  Economics 
(savings  bank)  ol  Sao  Paulo  have  been  'ietected  in 
dishonest  practices.  One  of  them,  fgnacio  Serroo, 
has  been  robbing  the  fmiik,  and  has  accordingly 
been  dismissed  and  prosecuted,  while  the  oilier, 
Aristides  Ferreira,  undertook  to  work  the  not  1111 
usual  swindle  of  re-opening  a  closed  account. 

— Two  cases  of  small-pox  appeared  in  Ihe  town 
of  Pomba,  Minas  Geraes,  a  lew  days  since,  where 
upon  ihejiitz  de  direito  and  juiz  municipal  both 
got  scared  and  wanted  10  move  their  offices  else- 
where. The  president  of  the  stale  advised  them, 
however,  that  it  is  the  duiv  of  public  officials  to  set 
a  good  example,  and  tliHt  ihey  should  therefore 
keep  cool  and  remain  whure  they  are.  It  may  be 
sale  to  predict,  however,  that  one  more  case  will 
start  them  for  the  woods— license  or  no  license! 

—  Dr.  Martinlio  Prado  died  in  S.  Paulo  on  the 
28th  ult.  lie  was  the  father  of  ex-Minister  Anto- 
nio Prado,  Depuly  Martinho  Prado  Junior  and 
Dr.  Eduardo  Prado,  author  of  the  articles  against 
the  republic,  published  in  the  Revista  de  Portugal, 
under  the  nom  de  plume  de  "Frederico  de  S." 
The  deceased  left  many  legacies,  among  them  one 
of  100,000$  for  the  Misericordia  hospital  in 
S.  Paulo.  His  fortune  is  estimated  at  16,000,000$ 
to  20,000,000$, 

— The  Rio  Grande  constitution  (Art.  71,  §  17) 
forbids  all  official  prohibitions  and  restrictions 
upon  any  profession  or  occupation.  A  Porto  Ale. 
gre  pharmacist  thereupon  advertised  that,  having 
had  a  long  experience  and  practice,  he  would  give 
medical  consultations.  The  inspector  of  hygiene 
at  once  ordered  the  withdrawal  of  this  announce- 
ment, and  now  al!  Rio  Grande  wants  to  know 
whether  the  state  constitution  is  worth  the  paper 
it  is  written  upon,  or  not. 

—In  the  chamber  ofdeputies  of  Minas  Geraes  on 
the  28th  ult.  a  bill  was  voted  in  1st  discussion  pro- 
viding that  members  of  the  legislature  shall  not 
receive  pay  for  the  days  on  which  they  are  not 
present  at  the  sittings  of  the  chamber  to  which 
they  belong,  and  that  no  leave  of  absence  with  pay 
shall  be  granted  for  more  than  15  days.  There 
were  only  five  votes  against  the  bill.  The  pro- 
verbial spirit  of  economy  of  the  people  of  Minas 
seems  to  be  doing  good  service  at  the  present 
time. 

—  Much  irritation  has  been  caused  in  S.  Paulo 
by  the  general  government's  railway  grants  and 
appointment  of  judges  in  that  slate.  On  the  31st 
ult.  in  the  slate  senate  Maitim  Francisco  made  a 
vigorous  attack  on  the  government  which  he 
charged  with  encroaching  on  the  rights  ol  the 
states  for  the  purpose  of  putting  money  into  the 
pockets  ol  its  protege's.  He  warned  it  that  the 
time  has  com*  when  forbearance  ceases  to  be  a 
virtue  and  that  the  patience  of  the  Paulistas  is 
almost  exhausted. 

—A  telegram  from  Montevideo  of  the  28th  ult. 
says  the  police  authorities  ol  Corumba  attacked  the 
printing  office  of  the  Oasis  and  burned  the  resi- 
dence ol  the  municipal  intendant  Joaquim  Amaro, 
killing  his  mother-in-law.  The  same  telegram 
says  that  Ihe  people  of  Corumba  are  kept  in  a  state 
of  alarm  by  the  disorderly  conduct  of  the  soldiers 
of  the  2nd  battalion  of  artillery.  Many  ol  these 
soldiers  have  been  arrested.  Thirty  of  them  are 
confined  in  the  fort  of  Coimbra  and  the  arsenal  of 
Ladario  is  said  to  be  full  of  prisoners.  The  officers 
of  the  battalion  have  been  ordered  by  the  governor 
to  go  on  board  of  the  flotilla  and  remain  there 
under  arrest. 


— The  governor  of  Matin  Grosso  has  telegraphed 
to  BaiHo  de  Lucena  that,  having  ordered  the  arrest 
of  five  soldiers  for  insubordination,  the  subalterns 
of  the  battalion  took  the  part  of  the  cutouts  and 
prevented  the  arrest  from  being  made.  The  com- 
mander of  the  battalion,  unable  to  maintain  his 
authority,  tendered  his  resignation,  The  governor 
appointed  a  new  commander  and  other  officers  and 
adopted  rigorous  measures, he  says,  for  reestablish- 
ing discipline  among  the  troops  and  restoring 
tranquillity  to*  the  public. 

— Several  brilliant  speeches  were  made  in  the 
.Silo  Paulo  state  senate  on  the  1st  inst.  against  the 
action  of  the  national  government  in  that  state. 
Four  significant  resolutions  were  proposed  and 
unanimously  accepted:  —  1st,  that  the  legislature 
should  call  upon  tne  President  of  Ihe  republic  to 
reconsider  the  grant  of  railway  concessions  in  that 
state;  2nd,  that  a  representation  be  sent  to  the 
federal  congress  asking  for  a  general  law  determin- 
ing the  competency  of  the  national  and  state  ex- 
eculives  in  such  grants;  3rd,  that  the  legislature 
should  address  the  president  of  the  slate  advising 
him  that  it  is  ready  to  unite  with  him  in  defending 
the  interests  of  the  state  ;  and  41)1,  that  the  legisla- 
ture recognises  only  the  authority  of  the  slate  in 
graining  railway  concessions  not  provided  for  by 
law  and  therefore  the  recent  concession  ol  a  rail- 
way 10  Santos  violates  the  sovereignly  of  the  stale 
and  is  not  recognised  as  valid.

Local  Notes 


— The  Central  railway  is  refusing,  for  want  of 
space,  io  receive  freight  at  the  Gamboa  station. 

— The  Central  railway  administration  proposes 
to  pul  the  electric  lighl  into  the   S.   Diogo  station. 

—Travellers  to  and  from  Silo  Paulo  should  look 
out  for  the  pickpockets  in  the  railway  stations  of 
that  capital.  Silo  Paulo  is  full  of  thieves  ami  ii  is 
best  10  lie  on  the  alert. 

—The  Estado  do  Espirtta  Santo  of  (lie  24th  ult. 
says  that  the  Companhia  Gem!,  after  spending 
750,000$  on  the  road  from  Benevente  to  Santa 
Luzia,  has  abandoned  the  work  and  sent  all  the 
workmen  and  material  to  this  city. 

—A  triangular  contest  has  arisen  between  the 
government,  the  municipality  and  the  directories 
of  the  Botanical  Garden  and  S.  Christovao  tram- 
way companies  over  the  use  of  free  pisses  on  those 
lines.  The  contract  between  the  companies  and 
the  municipality  enables  them  to  reduce  the  number 
of  "dead-heads"  and  check  the  abuses  so  openly 
practised,  but  the  minister  ol  the  interior  appa- 
rency objects  to  any  such  trifling  with  official  per- 
quisites. 

—The  directors  of  the  Botanical  Garden  tram- 
way announce  that  the  changes  in  the  routes  stipu- 
lated in  their  contract  lor  Boialogo  have  been  made 
in  accord  with  the  municipal  uttenjencia  because 
the  new  plans  have  been  found  more  advantageous, 
and  iliat  the  line  through  Rua  da  Ajuda  will  be 
constructed  at  an  early  date.  The  Jotnal  contests 
lite  reasons  given  for  the  Botafogo  changes,  in 
view  that  the  routes  stipulated  in  the  contracts 
will  he  ol  more  service  to  the  public. 

—  The  minister  of  interior  lias  replied  to  the 
request  for  information  from  the  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties, in  regard  to  the  Metropolitan  railway  con- 
cession to  the  following  effect : — 1st,  that  a  railway 
concession  cannot  be  granted  by  the  municipal 
council;  2nd,  that  the  Metropolitana  is  not  only  a 
line  dicatris  urbanos,  hut  a  real  railway;  3rd,  that 
it  is  competent  to  make  such  concessions,  under 
existing  laws,  to  the  national  government  ;  4th, 
that  the  concessions  for  railways  should  not  he 
embarrassed  by  the  privileges  of  zone  granted  to 
tramways,  because  the  two  are  entirely  distinct 
and  tramways  are  not  governed  by  the  legislation 
created  for  railways.  The  reasoning  is  somewhat 
forced,  and  if  carrieil  toils  logical  conclusion  leaves 
the  tramways  wholly  unprotected.

— Instead  of  discussing  plans  for  a  general  rail- 
way system  nt  so  critical  a  time  as  this,  the  engi- 
neers of  the  country  ought  to  he  studying  how  to 
raise  their  national  credit  to  par. 

—The  rain  of  money  at  the  Lagarto  hydrant  has

Coffee  Notes 


— The  coffee  season  of  1890-91  is  well  nigh  over, 
only  a  few  of  the  estates  at  high  elevations  having 
any  berries  left  on  them.  None  of  the  estaies 
during  the  past  year  gave  bumper  crops,  and  only 
a  few  yielded  average  ones.  High  prices  have, 
however,  compensated  to  a  great  extent  for  short 
yields,  and  planters  are  on  the  whole  lairly  well 
satisfied  with  past  results.  Prospects  for  the 
season  1891-92  are  very  good  indeed  ;  the  weather 
has  so  far  been  most  favourable,  and  there  has 
been  a  good  show  of  blossom  on  most  estates. 
Some  of  the  sanguine  planters  expect  (they  always 
expected  but,  of  late  years,  never  realised)  bumper 
crops;  but,  leaving  the  over  sanguine  ones  aside, 
if  the  weather  continues  favourable  very  fair 
average  crops  will  probably  he  the  yield  of  most 
of  the  estates  during  the  coming  season,  and  in  my 
opinion  average  crops  are  to  be  preferred  to 
bumpers.  —  Coonoor  correspondence  ol  Madras 
Mail,   May  31st. 

—The  national  beverage  is  coffee,  of  which 
this  country  consumes  an  average  of  over  220,000 
tons,  or  492,800,000  pounds,  annually.  The  price 
of  this  article  varies  with  the  crops,  which  are  ex- 
ceedingly variable  in  all  countries.  Fully  three- 
fourths  of  our  supply  comes  from  Brazil.  In  1886 
the  production  fell  below  the  world's  requirements 
and  to  make  good  the  deficiency  accumulated 
stocks  were  drawn  upon,  these  being  the  result  ol 
over-production  in  previous  years.  At  present 
slocks  are  unusually  light.  .High  prices  have  re- 
tarded the  growth  in  consumption,  as  they  lead  to 
the  use  of  coffee  mixtures  and  substitutes.  In  1885 
and  18S6,  a  period  of  cheap  coffse,  and  with  a 
population  of  56,000,000  to  58,000,000  this  country 
consumed  15,000  tons  annually  more  than  the 
average  quantity  consumed  yearly  lor  the  past  five 
years.  Still,  our  people  have  cheaper  coffee  than 
from  1862  to  1878,  and  are  belter  able  to  pay 
for  it  than  during  that  time.—  American  Grocer, 
July  1st.

—A  Lisbon  correspondent  of  a  Sao  Paulo  paper 
says  that  the  number  ol  persons  seeking  decora- 
tions from  the  Portuguese  government  is  simply 
incredible.  And  ihe  strange  part  of  it  is  thai  the 
person  most  frequently  represented  111  these  peti- 
lions  is  the  consul  of  the  Brazilian  republic, 

—The  new  Cassino  has  presented  President 
Deodoro  with  a  key  of  wold  and  a  diploma  of 
honorary  membership  in  that  association.  The 
chief  of  police  is  to  have  a  silver  key.  II  sugges- 
tions are  in  order  we  would  advise  that  a  wooden 
key  be  given  Io  Deputy  Vinhaes,  the  chief  of  the 
labor  party. 

— For  a  country  so  essencialmente  a^rtcola  it 
seems  to  us  that  ihe  local  columns  of  our  papers 
are  too  much  taken  u*p  by  notices  of  military 
affairs.  The  only  news  we  desire  to  hear  of  military 
men  is  that  they  have  purchased  plots  of  grc 
and  have  turned  their  boundles 
ing  potatoes. 

— The  influenza  is  certainly  running  Rio  de 
Janeiro  at  the  present  moment.  It  is  everywhere, 
and  in  some  cases  whole  families  are  down  with  it. 
Incases  where  the  paiients  give  up  at  once  and 
place  themselves  under  the  doctor's  care,  it  lasts 
from  four  days  to  a  week,  but  in  a  multitude  ol 
cases  it  runs  from  ten  days  to  a  fortnight.  Fortu- 
nately it  is  rarely  fatal,  but  it  is  no  less  unwelcome 
for  all  that. 

—Two  persons  have  been  arrested  on  the  charge 
of  producing  the  tain  of  money  {as  our  daily  con- 
temporaries call  it)  at  the  Lagarto  hydrant  on  Rna 
Conde  d'Eu,  That  rain  has  now  ceased,  but  in 
compensation  we  are  threatened  with  another 
shower  of  Banco  da  Repuhlica  notes.  We  hope 
some  one  will  arrest  the  cloud-compeller  at  the 
bank,  who  certainly  does  more  harm  than  his 
Lagarto  rival.  We  shall  be  very  glad  when  ihe 
reign  of  the  Banco  da  Republica  is  over. 

—The  rapid  spread  of  small-pox  and  its  existence 
in  every  part  of  the  city  shows  how  little  attention 
is  given  to  such  mailers  by  the  sanitary  authorities 
of  this  city.  Not  one  word  of  warning  has  been 
uttered,  and  not  one  single  precaution  has  been 
taken.  And  now  the  public  ts  suddenly  made 
aware  that  the  small-pox  hospitals  are  overflowing 
and  that  the  disease  is  raging  in  every  parish  and 
almost  every  street  of  the  city  !

are  so  much  occupied  with  official  and  political 


work,  ami  the  employes  are  so  indisposed  to  eitln 
work  fast  or  put  in  overtime,  that  it  is  almost  im- 
possible at  times  to  gel  a  purely  business  telegram 
through  without  long  delays.  If  the  slate  insists 
on  taking  precedence  of  business  telegrams,  then 
a  second  wire  should  be  strung  exclusively  for  the 
latter. 

—A  fact  that  occurred  last  Friday  on  Rua  do 
Ouvidor  is  significant,  and  shows  the  progress  of 
social  dissolution  in  this  country.  A  poor  woman 
passing  along  that  street  was,  on  account  of  some 
peculiarity  in  her  dress,  hissed  ami  jeered  hy  a 
mob  of  idlers  without  any  one  interfering  to  pro- 
tect her.  The  Brazilians  were  at  one  time  re- 
markable for  kindness  ami  courtesy,  but  these 
qualities  seem  to  be  fast  disappearing. 

—Dr.  Anfriso  Fialho,  who  has  recently  arrived 
from  Europe,  says  that  in  Brazilian  circles  in  Paris 
the  restoration  of  the  monarchy  is  considered  a 
certainty.  According  to  what  is  said  I  here,  the 
Emperor  and  Princess  Imperial  are  both  to  abdi- 
cate in  favor  of  the  Prince  of  Grao-ParA,  in  whose 
name  the  country  will  be  governed  by  a  regency. 
It  is  added  that  the  partisans  of  the  restoration 
count  on  the  assistance  of  a  distinguished  general, 
who  powerfully  contributed  to  the  establishment  of 
the  republic,  but  who  is  now  known  to  be  bitterly 
opposed  to  Gen.  Deodoro. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  under  con- 
sideration a  scheme  for  the  introduction  of  5000 
Australians  and  their  families.  It  is  proposed  to 
settle  them  on  the  high  lands  of  Parana.  As  mosl 
of  them  are  expert  sheep  breeders  and  agricultural- 
ists and  are  thoroughly  versed  in  the  difficulties  ol 
land  settlement,  they  should  do  well  if  assisted  m 
the  tight  direction.  There  is  no  reason  at  all  why 
Brazil  should  not  make  an  effort  to  grow  its  own 
mutton  and  produce  its  own  woo!.  '1  he  Australians 
wilt  establish  these  and  other  industries  here  if  they 
are  given  the  opportunity. 

—A  project  was  presented  to  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  on  the  1st  inst.  for  the  organization  of 
the  municipal  district  of  this  capital.  The  scheme 
provides  for  a  municipal  council,  with  legislative 
powers,  composed  o(  one  representative  from  each 
district  (now  21  in  all,  according  to  parishes), 
elected  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  executive 
officer  of  the  city  will  be  a  prefect,  who  will  be 
elected  by  the  council,  and  will  have  the  right  ol 
veto.  The  aldermen  will  each  receive  at  first 
12,000$  a  year,  and  the  prefect  24,000$.  I  he 
powers  ol  the  council  are  verv  extensive  and  seem 
t«>  conflict  with  federal  authority.  No  provision  is 
made  for  a  city  treasurer  and  auditor. 

'  —The  Pais  of  yesterday  makes  r.  severe  but  per- 
fectly just  attack  upon  the  Santa  Barbara  small-pox 
hospital,  which  is  said  to  be  old  and  leaky,  dirty, 
crowded  and  inconvenient.  It  is  impossible  to 
obtain  private  rooms  there  although  promises  are 
made  and  cartas  de  jianca  exacted  for  the  arrange- 
ment of  such  rooms.  We  know  from  a  recent  ex- 
perience that  the  Pais  has  not  exaggerated  in  the 
slightest,  particular,  and  we  also  know  that  much 
more  might  be  said.  The  ambulances  in  use  are 
dirty  and  badly  served,  and  patients  of  every  class 
and  condition  are  jumbled  together  in  them  with- 
out the  slightest  consideration  .  The  treatment  ol 
respectable  foreigners,  who  can  not  arrange  private 
charters  lor  treatment,  is  brutal  in  the  extreme  and 
is  a  disgrace  to  the  people  of  this  city.

—The  funded  debt  of  the  slate  of  Minas  Geraes 
is  16,465.000$  and  costs  the  stale  987,700$  per 
annum,  that  is  883,540$  on  interest  account  and 
104,160$  on  account  of  the  sinking  fund. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  marked  a  period 
of  six  months  lor  the  banks  of  emission  to  with 
draw  their  surcharge  Treasury  notes  and  sub- 
stitute them  with  notes  specially  printed  for  them. 

— The  effort  ol  the  budget  committee  to  yet  some 
definite  information  out  of  the  Treasury  seems  to 
be  singularly  unfruitful.

are  destined  to  withdraw  legal  lender  money. 
Where  the  Banco  da  Republica  obtained  the 
/ 1,125,000  to  guarantee  the  issue  is  not  explained. 

—For  the  half-year  ended  June  30th,  the  Banco 
Territorial  e  Mercantil  de  Minas,  in  Juiz  de  Fora, 
declares  a  dividend  of  90,000$  on  a  paid  up  capital 
of  1,200,000$,  lhat  is  at  the  rate  of  15%  per 
annum.  The  reserve  fund  of  the  bank  is  74S, - 
I28$35S.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how 
much  of  that  fund  is  in  cash,  and  how  much  in 
speculative  securities.
